A new charter for Hie Colony was ob- 


tained from King Charles II by John 
Clark, and was dated July 8, HM3. It 
was accepted by the Colonials at a 
meeting held at Newport, then tlie 
largest and moxt Important town, on 
November SJ4, 1003. The provisions o] 
this'charter continued lo be In force 
after Hie itevolulkm and until tbe 
adoption of tue present State Constitu- 
tion, lu 1S42. In the year 16«l, soon 
after the adoption of this second char 
ter, it was enacted by (he Colonial As- 
sembly that "The heal of the Colony 
shall be an anchor with the won

As to the origin from which meet of 


tbe above flags, my own design among 
the number, bave been derived:—The 
historic Red Cross of St. George, pa- 
tron of chivalry and tutelary Saint of 
England, is a- very ancient emblem. 
Iu use »3 a badge in tbe Eneliih ar- 
mfea dates back aa far as the Utb cen- 
tury, or perhaps even earlier. It waa 
worn upou the breaeLs of tbe soldiers of 
King Kkhard II, during his invasion 
of Scotland in 1SS6, and was similarly 
used by the troops of King Henry V. Mt 
the Battle of Agincourt in 1415. Placed 
upon a field of white it formed the 
earliest national banner of England, 
and was always borue foremost in bat- 
tle. Ever since those early time this 
cro« has appeared; either singly or in 
combination with other devices, as Ice 
principal emblem iu tbe successive 
bauners of BugUud, Great Britaia or 
tbe Uuited Kingdom.

Saint George's Cross, it eeems to me, 


.is oot so much a reminiscence of .Eng- 
land's foemernovereignty over us u it in 
theflag of our fathers, wbodispUyed It 
when they landed in this country, and 
w)x> fought tbe Indians and French iu 
tbelr CoixisiAt, WAKS under iu folds. 
Tbe domination of England and her 
oppression of the Colonies tetm better 
represented hy the "King's Colors," 
while tbe Red Croea is the appropriate 
emblem of tbe ancestors whose deeds 
aud memories we delight to bonor and 
of their ancestors far back Into hi«tory. 
As we bear this Red Cross In our ranks 
it seems to belong to. us and to our age 
as well »3 to them and theirs and to 
be, in fact, the proper emblem of tbe 
Anglo-Saxon race. It is oura by direct 
inheritance, and I think it eminently 
nttinf? that tbe General Society should 
bave adopted it as their flag.. There- 
fore I advocate following the cuctom, 
as I have done in ray design, In regard 
to a flag for our Stale Society. 


I liave also considered it befitting to 


introduce our Society coit-of-arrm into 
ourflagasa dL-tinguishiug mark.
